A GOLDEN SCHEME 

Rep. Jason Lewis’ ties to a shaky Burnsville company 



T O understand what Con¬ 
gressman Jason Lewis and 
Midas Resources have in 
common, it’s necessary to 
understand the radio com¬ 
pany he worked for: Genesis Commu¬ 
nications Network. 

Genesis, a Burnsville talk-radio network, 
was created in 1997 “as away to fill the vast 
media void with hard-hitting programming 
highlighting the most detrimental events 
and topics to the public at the present time,” 
according to its website. 

Genesis doesn’t make its money by charg¬ 
ing syndication fees to radio stations, the 
way most networks do. Instead, owner 
Ted Anderson offers his content for free in 
exchange for the right to sell advertising on 
Genesis’ programs, which featured Lewis 
and the network’s biggest star, conspiracy 
theorist Alex Jones. 

Anderson also ran Midas Resources. He 
would often appear on Genesis’ programs 


to promote buying gold as an investment 
in an unpredictable economy. 

Conventional wisdom says gold invest¬ 
ments are a surefire hit with conservative 
audiences who distrust the greater world. 
In his three years with Genesis, Lewis did 
his part, telling listeners that “every port¬ 
folio needs a hedge for inflation,” and that 
“gold has been the classic.” 

He also teamed with Midas to sell his 
2011 book, offering it “FREE” with the pur¬ 
chase of a silver dollar from the company. 

In 2013, Lewis cast aspersions on the idea 
that Washington “can spend or inflate its 
way out of a downturn.” Call Midas today, 
the now-congressman told his listeners, 
and tell them Jason Lewis sent you. 

Lewis quit his show the next year to 
begin a run for Congress. Anderson kicked 
$5,300 to his campaign. (Neither responded 
to interview requests.) 

But by 2015, Midas was in trouble with the 
Minnesota Department of Commerce. The 


agency said Midas and Anderson “engaged 
in acts and practices that demonstrate they 
are incompetent, financially irresponsible, 
and otherwise unqualified” to sell gold, and 
that they “regularly misappropriated money 
received in the course of buying, selling, 
soliciting, or marketing bullion coins or 
investments in bullion coins.” 

Midas “routinely” failed to get customers 
their gold in a reasonable amount of time. 


the order continued, and misrepresented 
the terms of sale and delivery. The com¬ 
pands bullion registration was suspended. 

Midas is still around, though it now sells 
“supplements” providing “the highest qual¬ 
ity essential nutrients that your body needs 
for optimal health.” 

And like Lewis, Midas will stay in busi¬ 
ness as long as people are willing to buy 
what they’re selling, -hannah jones

Don t Fear the Renter 

Minneapolis 2040 scares the city’s rich. Is that such a bad thing? 


L et’s take a minute to thank 
Heather Worthington, executor 
of a thankless task. 

As a long-range planner 
for the city of Minneapolis, 
Worthington has attended an estimated 
50 public meetings for Minneapolis 2040, 
the ambitious plan to make the city a bigger 
and better place. 

Her job is to offer information, then get 
yelled at. She takes notes about whafs being 
yelled, and thanks the shouter for their 
comment. The only thing she’s not doing 
is wiping the spittle from their mouths. 

People who show up angry are almost 
uniformly older, white, well-to-do home- 
owners. Despite Worthington’s assurances, 
they slam her and the city for this nefarious 
plot to seize homes and whole neighbor¬ 
hoods, turning them over to a cabal of jack- 
booted bureaucrats, treacherous real estate 
developers, and—scariest of all—renters. 

Worthington and 14 staffers are racingto 
incorporate these 10,000 comments into a 
second draft. A typical entry: 'T can’t find 
it here, but have read in the paper about 
changing zoning to allow small apt. Bldings 
in all mpls neighborhoods. This is a terrible 
idea and will ruin some of the most lovely 
neighborhoods in the city.” 

There’s a reason you can’t find this infor¬ 
mation. It’s not in there. What is: the prospect 
of “upzoning” every parcel of housing to 
allow for the construction of multi-unit 
housing, up to four-plexes. Currently, with 


the exception of areas around downtown 
and a few thin patches here and there, 
almost every inch of the city is reserved 
for single-family homes. 

If that sounds boring, you should try 
reading all 265 pages of the plan. Few do, 
not that it’s stopped any from yelling at 
Worthington or putting ‘'DON’T BULL¬ 
DOZE OUR NEIGHBORHOODS!” signs 
on carefully landscaped south Minneapolis 
lawns. To residents in the city’s most expen¬ 
sive neighborhoods, the plan looks like an 
act of war, a Trojan Horse that will break 
open to spill out a horde of transient youths. 

Fears of a bulldozer apocalypse are 
“ridiculous,” says Council Member Linea 
Palmisano, who’s fighting for—and getting 
yelled at “once a day” by—residents of the 
affluent Southwest neighborhoods with 
most of those signs. Under state law, only 
properties deemed “70 percent blighted” 
can be taken under eminent domain. The 
only way a developer’s getting the keys to 
your house is if you sell it to them. 

They’d have to pay a pretty price in Palmi- 
sano’s ward, or in parts of Lisa Goodman’s, 
which includes Kenwood and Cedar-Isles- 
Dean.Lefsstart the bidding at $600,000 and 
work up from there. Add at least $100,000 
for demolition. Throw in the cost of a new 
multi-family structure, and the price comes 
out to well over $1 million. The resulting 
rents will not exactly be cheap. Ifthe surgeon 
next door moves out, he’d likely be replaced 
by three nurses and a college professor. 


Palmisano, who bought in Southwest at 
age 24, says you don’t trade in your values 
on closing date. Her constituents are getting 
criticized by others—sometimes even city 
staff—if they oppose four-plexes. 

“They are basically told it’s just due to 
their inherent-bom racism,” Palmisano says. 
“It’s a great way to end a conversation.” 

Renters make up a slight majority of the 
city’s population, but meetings are inevitably 
dominated by a certain kind of person—and 
not the ones hustling to feed the kids before 
picking up a second shift waiting tables. 

“Upper-middle-class folks have the flex¬ 
ibility to engage in a process like this,” says 
Council Member Jeremiah Ellison, who 
represents abig chunk of north Minneapolis. 

Like those rich folks, Ellison doesn’t 
quite tmst developers to act in the public 
interest. Neither does Council President 
Lisa Bender, which is why they’re pushing 
for “inclusionary zoning”—meaning new 
development must make a set percentage 
of units affordable—and a “renter’s bill of 
rights.” To just throw the doors open might 
turn Minneapolis into San Francisco or 
Boston: desirable cities cleaving ever-wider 
into groups of haves and have-nots, those 
who own and those who never will. 

Whether the four-plexes piece survives, 
we won’t know until late this month. If 
so, Goodman worries owners will take the 
money and run for the downsized life. 

“If somebody lives in a house they bought 
30 or 40 years ago for $300,000,” she says.

“and it’s now valued at $900,000, and they 
can no longer afford the property taxes on 
it, that’s often the cause of people moving.” 

That’s sad, but tragedy plays out on a 
sliding scale. Try telling one of Ellison’s 
constituents how hard it is to own something 
worth so much you can’t resist selling it. 

Bender, whose Wedge-and-Whittier 
neighborhood is 80 percent renters, under¬ 
stands concerns about rampant teardowns. 
Lately, she observes, most have been occur¬ 
ring in Southwest, the same neighborhoods 
churning out angry commenters. 

“They’re tearing down single-family 
homes, and then building larger single¬ 
family homes.” 

Minneapolis is growing, and property 
values are going up. Those who own are 
fortunate. On average. Twin Cities homes 
gained 7 percent in value in each of the last 
two years, an enviable appreciation rate—one 
our market does not afford renters or the 
public servants who don’t dread them. 03

Coyotes find a 
bountiful new 
home in the 
Twin Cities

he runner rounded a bend along 
leafy West River Parkway in Minne¬ 
apolis, weaving to avoid bicyclists. 

Suddenly, a fearsome shape loped 
onto the path from the dappled 
underbrush. Beady eyes, narrow 
grin. Thick, mottled coat. A bit too 
small for a wolf, but clearly not a 


neighborhood pet. 

Both stood still, staring at each other. One, a trembling 
runner, the other a feral animal. 

Instinct took the initiative. The animal fled, disappear¬ 
ing through the tree line. The runner wiped his brow. 

Meet the urban coyote. 

Coyotes have been streaming into southern Minne¬ 
sota for decades, and encounters in the metro area are 
multiplying. 

‘T didn’t even think there were any coyotes here in the 
city,” says runner Hayden Rutan, a law student and this 
writer’s brother. 


City people aren’t accustomed to sharing space with 
wild animals, especially those that at least appear to be 
dangerous. We make exceptions for squirrels and rabbits, 
though gardeners aren’t especially fond of the latter. We 
barely tolerate raccoons, save for those skilled enough 
to climb St. Paul skyscrapers on video. 

Yet where prey lives, predators hunt. A city teeming 
with rodents and overflowing with garbage presents too 
much bounty to pass up. 

Though the DNR does not perform coyote counts, 
rough estimates show populations gradually rising in 
the Twin Cities since the 1990s, while simultaneously 
diminishing in the north woods. From Chanhassen to 
South St. Paul, Eagan to Coon Rapids, sightings have 
risen substantially. 

‘They’re secretive, but they’re not intimidated by people, 
and they can adjust very easily,” says Peggy Callahan, 
director of the Wildlife Science Center in Stacy. “It doesn’t 
take much intelligence to find a place where you can eat 
rats and mice and garbage and deli food.”

That’s left a growing number of Twin 
Citians with a personal story to tell. 

'T noticed a coyote twice in the last 
month,” says accountant Catherine Jordet, 
who lives in St. Paul’s Macalester-Grove- 
land neighborhood. “One was walking 
along the sidewalk across the street as I 
walked to the bus stop in the morning,” 
she says, admitting to feeling a little edgy 
at the sight. “I grew up in the country and 
heard them howl before, but not in the city.” 

House painter Gordon Reger sees them 
regularly near West River Road and High¬ 
way 610, “mostly just sitting in the grass, 
watching traffic.” 

Down in South St. Paul, “there are coy¬ 
otes all around the pond near the airport,” 
says Dick Holtz, a St. Paul barber whose 
girlfriend lives near the South St. Paul 
Municipal Airport. “They keep the geese 
off the runway.” 

Despite their increasing proximity, 
our understanding of coyotes remains 
elementary at best. 

T he fact that coyotes still thrive is a 
testament to their survival skills 
and intelligence. Averaging just 
30 pounds, they are relatively 
small and weak. They can’t rely on superior 
size or power to bring down large game, 
so they evolved along a similar path as 
humans, developing savvy and cunning 
over size or strength. 

Once they reach 12 weeks, they learn 
to hunt small prey and survive on their 
own. Unlike wolves, coyotes prefer solitary 
quests for food, though groups occasionally 
team up to take on larger prey. 

Their primary food sources are small 
rodents and mammals, supplemented by 
berries and other fruit. Strong stomachs 
let them eat most anything, including car¬ 
rion and garbage. 

But they’re also more terrified of peo¬ 
ple than we are of them, and instances of

attacks are exceedingly rare. In Minne¬ 
sota, there has been just one reported case. 
Last October, something bit a 57-year-old 
Apple Valley woman in the face as she 
and her husband jogged in a park. They 
thought it was a coyote, but the animal 
was never found. 

Despite the rarity of attacks, some worry 
that an influx of coyote-human interac¬ 
tions will result in more. 

The Pioneer Press’ Joe Soucheray recently 
penned a column in response to St. Paul 
Animal Control Supervisor Molly Lunaris’ 
live-and-let-live approach to the animal. 
He cited a 1981 incident in which a coyote 
dragged a 3-year-old girl from her driveway 
in Glendale, California, breaking her neck. 
He also noted an April attack on a 5-year-old 
girl in Mount Pleasant, New York, in which 
police had to shoot the animal. 

“Most of us cannot identify with that 
mindset,” Soucheray wrote of Lunaris. 
“Coyotes are deceitful opportunists. They 
are not cute or fluffy or otherwise warm 
and caring.... Given half a chance, they 
would tear a 2-year-old child apart.” 

Steve Stenzel came face-to-muzzle with 
a coyote while running on River Road near 
the Lake Street/Marshall Avenue bridge. 
“It was the biggest coyote I’ve seen, and 
it was scarify bold,” he wrote in a post on 
Nextdoor. “Pet owners, beware!” 

Sherry Ladig, who lives on Summit 
Avenue in St. Paul, issued a similar warn¬ 
ing: “Small dogs—and kitties, too—lunch 
by any other name to a coyote. I know lots 
of folks let their kitties roam, but these 
guys are hungry (and fast), and cats are 
the perfect size meal. Be careful!” 

Still, the animal’s fans seem to equal its 
critics. Residents in Highland Park created 
a fan page celebrating the “#HIyote” with 
memes and jokes. 
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The truth is, coyotes aren’t naturally 
aggressive toward humans, and will gen¬ 
erally ignore us unless they feel threat¬ 
ened. The real danger comes in allowing 
them to become too comfortable around 
humans, which can increase the likelihood 
of stalking cats and dogs, and potentially 
small children. Coyotes that no longer 
fear humans have no problem strolling 
through neighborhoods or playgrounds 
in broad daylight, undeterred by warn¬ 
ing shouts. 

The quickest way to habituate a coyote 
is to feed it, the most common cause of 
attacks on people. It essentially teaches 
coyotes that humans mean them no harm. 

That’s a departure from how they’ve long 
viewed people, since humans are the ani¬ 
mal’s most ruthless predator. Through the 
19th and early 20th centuries, the United 
States waged a crusade against wolves and 
coyotes, rationalized by a commitment to 
the mass farming of livestock. 

Between the 1930s and ’60s, for exam¬ 
ple, the US. government spent millions 
developing poisons like strychnine, which 
was mixed into bait and seeded across the 
country. An estimated 6.5 million coyotes 
were exterminated between 1947 and 1956 
alone. The killing was cheap and easy, and 
men made small fortunes selling hides 
for $1 a pelt. 

We now know better than to hunt ani¬ 
mals with poisoned bait, given the envi¬ 
ronmental impact. Yet coyote hunting is 
not regulated in most of the United States. 
Only Alaska has a bag limit, a maximum 
kill of two a day. 

The animals are trapped for their pelts, 
which are soft and warm and can fetch 
a good price with taxidermists or coat- 
makers. In many states, coyotes are still 
seen as threats to livestock and deer popula¬ 
tions, with bounties offered for their hides. 

Rarely do hunters need such an excuse. 
From the Midwest to the South, there are 
dozens of tournaments built around who

can kill the most. This year, the West Metro 
Coyote Tournament in Watertown, Min¬ 
nesota, brought together 87 sportsmen and 
women, leaving 18 coyotes dead. 

Conservation groups in Oregon, Cali¬ 
fornia, and Idaho have successfully peti¬ 
tioned for reductions or outright bans on 
the sport. Minnesota has not. The DNR 
reports that roughly 4,000 coyotes are 
killed annually by trapping or shooting—a 
figure that doesn’t account for unreported 
killings on private land. 


T he disappearance of wolves 
from their post-colonial habi¬ 
tats demonstrates the success 
of America’s war on wolves. But 
efforts to decimate coyotes have been much 
less successful. Ironically, the attempted 
slaughter was the catalyst for their expan¬ 
sion across America. 

Coyotes adapt easily. When wolves 
disappeared from much of their habitat 
in northern Minnesota, for example, coy¬ 
otes quickly took their place. Now, as wolf 
populations rebound, coyotes are gradually 
leaving the area. 

Coyotes are social, vocal animals. Spend 
a night in the Minnesota countryside, and 
there’s a good chance you will hear the 
howls and yips of a den. 

Their communication acts as a roll call 
of sorts. If a pack doesn’t hear enough 
response to its calls, an automatic primal 
trait is triggered to produce larger litters. 
Females double their litter sizes, giving 
birth to as many as 16 pups. This has 
enabled them to survive amid predators 
and extend their range far from original 
habitats. 

After a cull by hunters, populations can 
bounce back within a year. More coyotes 
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means more mouths to feed, resulting in 
increased attacks on livestock and pets. 

A hundred years ago, coyotes were 
nonexistent east of the Great Plains. 
European settlers called them “prairie 
wolves.” Now they live in every major 
city, coast to coast. 

California has had trouble for decades. 
Most of the reported attacks since the 
1980s—an estimated 200 or so—have been 
in Southern California, where the animal 
has roamed for thousands of years. 

The state has tried everything from 
hiring hunters to using snare traps, then 
releasing their catch in the country. Noth¬ 
ing has worked. Removing coyotes from 
one area only invites others to fill the void. 

Since 2005, sightings have skyrocketed 
in Denver, where they’re found lurking 
around parks and elementary schools. 
Colorado began to study their behav¬ 
ior, diet, and where they were sighted. 
Researchers found they were drawn to high 
rodent and rabbit populations, garbage, 
bird-feeders, and pet food left outdoors. 
Conversely, the more abundant the natural 
prey—say, prairie dogs—the lower the rate 
of human-coyote conflict. 

The city went to work training park 
staff and residents to haze the animals 
with air horns, rattles, and squirt-guns. It 
worked. Sightings plummeted in a matter 
of months. 


S till, the danger to small pets and 
perhaps children does exist. While 
most large domestic dogs can fend 
off an attack, smaller dogs and cats 
look like appetizing meals. Coyotes have 
been known to occasionally stalk dogs along 
sidewalks and park trails. The most aggres¬ 
sive will even attack dogs in backyards. 

The conflicts follow a tried-and-true 
pattern. A dog notices an intrusive animal 
behind the bushes and, dutifully defending 
its territory, immediately gives chase, only 
to land in the jaws of its street-wise foe. A

short flurry of bites and shrieks will ring 
through the air. Lucky dogs are saved by 
their owners before getting too badly hurt. 

In 2011, a Schipperke named Smokey 
was strolling around a yard in Edina when 
a coyote snatched it up. Smokey’s owner 
rushed to its rescue, making herself as big 
as possible while yelling at the coyote and 
chasing it off 

Last December, a coyote was spotted 
stalking pets near St. Paul’s Hidden Falls 
Regional Park. The curious animal circled 
wary park-goers, coming within 10 feet of 
a man and his puppy. A cop fired a warn¬ 
ing shot, scaring it away. 

But in urban holy lands of half-eaten fast 
food, coyotes aren’t inclined to chase down 
Shih Tzus for breakfast. Dogs and cats are 
viewed more as competition than lunch. 
Research from Denver found that pets 
comprise less than 5 percent of their diet. 

Yet there’s little comparable research 
in the Twin Cities. Samantha House, a 
researcher with the Mississippi National 
River and Recreation Area, has been tailing 
elusive coyotes for two years. At “howl sta¬ 
tions” scattered fi*om Hastings to Champlin, 
volunteers broadcast pre-recorded howls, 
then measure the local den’s territorial 
warning reply. Trail cameras also hint at 
a pack’s health and size. They appear to 
be thriving. 

Though St. Paul Animal Control has 
encouraged residents to report problems, 
those issues seem few. The city is commit¬ 
ted to using non-lethal means. It has yet 
to resort to killing. “We’ve found hazing 
to be effective,” says Lunaris. 

And there’s a good chance it will remain 
that way—as long as people don’t feed 
the coyotes.

DON’T TRY THIS AT HOME 

I followed Vogue’s “Wine and Eggs” diet 
so no other woman has to

his is interesting,” 
the nutritionist says. 
“Thank you for shar¬ 
ing it with me.” 

The 1970s Vogue 
Body and Beauty Book I’ve brought along 
is open in front of her, alongside floppy 
pats of rubberized foods—a pile of carrots, 
a chicken breast, a serving of rice—that 
she uses to demonstrate portion sizes. 
I’ve turned the page to show her a recipe 
for the “Wine and Eggs” diet, a three-day 
regimen to lose five pounds. She lets the 
book fall shut and silently slides it back 
across the table to me. 

‘Teah, it’s weird,” I mumble, tucking it 
into my bag. “Just wondering what your 
thoughts were.” 

She offers no further thoughts. I do not 
offer her the information that I have, in 
fact, already done the diet. 

In 1977, someone named Bronwen 
Meredith wrote a compendium of body 
and beauty advice in partnership with 
British Vogue. Its target audience appears 
to be any adult woman who, upon wak¬ 
ing one morning and noting her human 
body, wonders what it is and how it was 
made. There is a chapter called “Limbs.” 

The inside flap of the cover is grotesquely 
blunt: “All women have bones, flesh, fat, 
skin, and hair—all these present problems 
in varying degrees. What they are and 
how to overcome them are the subject 
of this book.” 

Though curious—what are bones and 
how do we overcome them?—I am here for 
something else. Weeks earlier, a Twitter 
user named Caroline (@curl 3 wine) shared 
a photo of the “Wine and Eggs” diet on 
Twitter, and not satisfied to simply let its 
absurdity wash over me, I went online and 
tracked down the book containing it and 
ordered myself a copy. Then, for no reason 
at all, I committed to bring the tweet to life. 

The regimen is, to its credit, very simple. 
Followers are directed to consume: 

For breakfast, one egg, hard-boiled; one 
glass white wine (dry, preferably Chablis); 
and black coffee of an unspecified amount. 

For lunch, two eggs (hard-boiled is best 
but poached if necessary); two glasses of 
white wine; and more black coffee. 

And for dinner, a five-ounce steak, grilled 
with black pepper and lemon juice; the 
remainder of the white wine (one bottle 
allowed per day); and, yes, before bed, 
more black coffee. 

But for all its simplicity, questions 
remain. Why Chablis? Why poached eggs, 
only at lunch and only “if necessary”? How 
can anyone drink this much coffee in a 
day without slipping into a dissociative 
fugue and taking out a small business loan 
in another state? 


The eating plan is filed under the cat¬ 
egory of “Crash Diets,” alongside other 
wildly evocative titles such as “Milk and 
Banana,” “Banana drink,” “Honey and 
Egg,” and “Fruit Only.” In the “Drinker’s 
Diet”—somehow distinct from the ‘Wine 
and Eggs” diet—you are invited to enjoy 
two shots of clear grain alcohol at lunch 
and two more shots at dinner. 

On a Wednesday morning, with permis¬ 
sion from my editor, the breakfast table is 
set: one egg, one fresh mug of undoctored 
java, and a chilled glass of white wine. 

The first glass of the day is surprisingly 
natural, too natural—the way it eases you 
from sleep into the eddy of the workday. 
Not that I plan on working much during 
these three days. “I don’t know how any¬ 
one would do this diet and go to work or 
really leave the house at all,” a wide-eyed 
friend opined as she read the menu. 

At first repast, the diet appears to be 
painless, even easy. The coffee keeps me 
alert and the egg feels substantial enough. 
As I build a warm glow from the wine, it 
really feels like this might be the secret 
nutritional code to unlocking a sexy meta¬ 
bolic homeostasis. All the Vogue Body and 
BeautyBookhshes are lithe and naturally 
pretty, their skin taut, their eyes bright, 
their lips perpetually moist. 


I wake up Thursday morning and feel 
surprisingly not hungover. If it’s possible, I 
feel refreshed. Much like the joyless drink¬ 
ers of Soylent, I find relief in knowing 
exactly what I will eat all day long. Plus, 
right when the hunger starts to gnaw, 
the wine kicks in and the world goes all 
rose-colored. You know how smokers talk 
about their first cig of the day? That’s my 
breakfast wine. It feels so right. 

I pour a crisp glass of white wine to get 
the engines going and then cruise through 
to lunch, where time slows: I take great 
pains to enjoy the spring of every egg 
white and the richness of every yolk. I 
was worried the white wine and the coffee 
would turn my insides into battery acid, 
but I feel light. Perhaps I will try some 
of the stretches the nubile ladies of the 
Vogue Beauty and Body Book seem to be 
enjoying so much. 

Then, at 3 p.m., I hit a wall. 

The jig is up. My body has discovered the 
ruse and now, like a caged animal, wants 
its regularly scheduled food. “Where is 
the yogurt?” it cries.

THE KINGMAKER 

Glenn Close earns the limelight as an overshadowed partner in The Wife

T hey say behind every great 
man there’s a great woman. 
In director Bjorn Range’s The 
Wife, that statement couldn’t 
be more true. 

Adapted from Meg Wolitzer’s2003 novel, 
the film tells the story of Joan Castleman 
(Glenn Close), wife of renowned author Joe 
Castleman (Jonathan Pryce). One day in late 
1992, they’re awoken by a phone call from 
Sweden. The man on the other end of the 
line informs them that Joe will be awarded 
the Nobel Prize in Literature. The two are 
so elated they get on the bed and literally 
jump for joy, with a grizzled Joe shouting, 
‘T won the Nobel!” like a giddy child. 

It causes Joan to pause, but it’s unclear 
why. Soon, as guests swarm their house to 
congratulate the author, it becomes obvi¬ 
ous that Mrs. Castleman is carrying some 
longstanding burden that is just now sur¬ 
facing. Things get worse as the couple fly 
to Stockholm with their son, David (Max 
Irons), and as a hopeful biographer (Chris¬ 
tian Slater) begins to pry at the past. 


The Wife takes a clever approach at 
peeling away the layers of its story. The 
first act is fairly measured, bordering on 
slow-going, as the movie delves into what 
feels like a fairly generic tale of a famous 
author and his infidelities. But not long 
after, we grasp that there’s a whole lot 
more going on here. As the movie jumps 
back and forth between the present and 
Joe and Joan’s earlier life together. The 
Wife’s underl3dng conflict becomes leagues 
more complicated. Its opening scenes sud¬ 
denly possess a gravity that snuck by us 
on first blush. 

While the ingenuity owes to a few dif¬ 
ferent parties—Runge’s tactful direction, 
Jane Anderson’s savvy script, and of course 
Wolitzer’s story—Close’s performance here 
definitely makes the movie what it is. In a 
lot of ways, the success of The Wife’s reveal 
is predicated on the subtlety with which 
Close plays out those first few moments. 
The momentum she carries from there— 
whether it’s playing the patient matriarch 
or secretly simmering with anger toward 
her husband—sustains the picture. Her 
ability to offer clue after clue without really

letting anything slip is an impressive display 
of calculated acting. 

It’s only after the Nobel ceremony late in 
the movie, when Close speaks her climactic 
line, that we get a real confirmation of float¬ 
ing suspicions. And even this delivery, as 
powerful as it is and heavy with dramatic 
irony, is downplayed with expert skill. 

The Wife is about many things: writ¬ 
ing, love, betrayal, misogyny, fame—but 
ultimately it’s about one woman playing 
the hand life has dealt her, and carrying 
the weight that comes with that decision. 
Joan isn’t completely innocent, and there 
aren’t really any winners here. While that 
might make for a depressing life, the film’s 
complexities, combined with Close’s act¬ 
ing prowess fleshing them out, provides 
a phenomenal character study. After six 
Oscar losses for Close—tied for the most 
by any actress—it’s a good bet she’ll finally 
take home gold. 03

lot of people assumed that 
we were based in the sub¬ 
urb of Savage,” says artistic 
director Laura Leffler, cit¬ 
ing just one reason why the 
theater company Savage Umbrella recently 
changed its name to Umbrella Collective. 
“I’m not from here. I didn’t even know that 
was a place!” 

Founded in 2007, the company has 
produced a range of powerful, innovative 
productions. Recent shows have included 
Ex-Gays, staged in a Whittier church; The 
Awakening, an adaptation of Kate Chopin’s 
feminist classic; and TheRavagers, a bloody 
drama presented in an ominous under¬ 
ground space behind Can Can Wonderland. 

The company’s upcoming season kicks 
off with the latest in its Night of New Works 
series. In a program that repeats each night 
from September 10-12 at Bryant-Lake Bowl, 
artists will workshop segments of three new 
plays in a way that showcases the company’s 
collaborative creation process. 

‘We like to think of it as teaching other 
people our methodology,” says Leffler. 
“Making a play through ensemble cre¬ 
ation is much different than a pla 5 rwright 
sitting down at a typewriter, as I assume 
Neil Simon always did.” 

One of the three plays is Spook, created 
by Ricardo Beaird and Suzanne Victoria 
Cross. “It’s a ghost story,” says Beaird, about 
a dressmaker with mirror-touch synthesia, 
“where someone sees a sensation, like sees 
someone being tapped on their shoulder, 
and then they will also feel that sensation.”

The piece, adds Cross, explores themes of 
grief and social pressure in a family drama 
about black ancestry ‘We’ve been diving 
into this idea with giant poster paper on 
Ricardo’s wall,” she says. ‘We’ve been per¬ 
colating about it for years.” 

Beaird and Cross are excited to be part 
of the Night of New Works. “This had been 
in our heads for so long,” says Beaird, “and 
I thought it would be great to assemble a 
group of artists who we respect in a room to 
really dive in and see what this has become.” 

Umbrella Collective’s process is helping 
Cross get comfortable in the world of devised 
theater. “I, as a trained stage manager, was 
terrified of this process,” she admits. “It’s a 
process of getting messy and really feeling 
the theme and vibrations of a piece, versus 
being scene one, scene two, scene three, 
how do we get it to opening night?” 

The plays presented last year included 
Dr. Falstajfand the WorkingWives of Lake 
County, the Mixed Precipitation picnic oper¬ 
etta that’s currently touring Minnesota. “I 
really liked this open and forgivingprocess,” 
says creator Scotty Re 3 molds. “That really 
encouraged risk-taking.” 

The Umbrella Collective team helps art¬ 
ists to curate the questions they’re asking 
audiences, says Leffler, and to organize the 
resulting feedback. “Then we can sort of 
push their boat back off into the waters to 
continue sailing forward.” 03

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TANGLED ROOTS 

Recent albums from Neko Case and Amanda Shires map uncharted territory

I n a lot of ways, the past kinda sucked. 
And as the language of defensive 
Americana traditionalists occasion¬ 
ally (if inadvertently) echoes that of 
more dangerous political reaction¬ 
aries, it’s a good time to ask why anyone 
would want to do things the way they’ve 
always been done. Two recent albums from 
Neko Case and Amanda Shires (both of 
whom happen to be in town on Thursday 
night—Case atthe Palace Theater, Shires at 
the Fine Line—and both of whom emerged 
from the artier fringes of country music) 
center on the question of what an artist can 
do when her roots don’t nurture her but 
instead tangle her within a painful past. 

Fans and critics have been reducing 
the complexity of Case’s voice and writ¬ 
ing to the blunt cliche ‘'a force of nature” 
so routinely it’s now practically a reflex. 
True, that’s a comparison she’s courted, 
at least since Middle Cyclone in 2009. And 
sure enough, on the first song on her new 


album. Hell-On, the title track, a waltz, 
she limns the divine in stark and allusive 
imagery (“God is a lusty tire fire”) en route 
to casting herself as “an agent of the natural 
world.” But Case’s identification with the 
vengeful elements of the physical world 
is just one aspect of her persona—she’s 
forever aphoristically redefining herself 
over the course of a song. 

And her voice establishes such a clear, 
commandingpresence she can shape-shift 
in this manner without ever surrendering 
her identity. Despite her song’s blurred 
boundaries of self—through metaphor into 
natural forces, through memory into her 
past selves, through empathy to the power¬ 
less that she’s unable to protect—there’s 
always an identifiable Neko-ness at their 
core. Voices this forceful are rarely this cool, 
so anal 5 l:ical, so untinged with pain—rather 
than flaunting her power. Case luxuriates 
in an appreciation of consonants, and the 
restraint she’s developed over the years 
is more important than the clarion force, 
an effect she captures in the line “I’m too 


much for people, so I gauge/ And shout 
my thoughts at you from a distance.” 

Nearly all traces of country, alt or other¬ 
wise, have been leached from her voice over 
the years (collaborating in the Anglophile 
power-pop titans the New Pornographers 
surely played a role); in fact. Case’s clos¬ 
est country analogue, Patsy Cline, was in 
her time a pure-voiced genteel move away 
from hillbilly twang. Writingprimarily with 
her longtime collaborator Paul Rigby, and 
working with producer Bjorn Yttling (of 
once-celebrated Swedish indie-poppers 
Peter Bjorn and John), Case has crafted a 
sound that’s atmospheric yet grounded in 
distinct hooks, which befits songs on which 
the imagery is dense but not cr 5 q)tic. The 
melodies and l 3 n:*ics often feel emotionally 
separate, not isolated but working along 
parallel tracks, as the prosaic rh 5 l;hm of 
her lyrics is enjambed into melody lines. 

So ii Hell-On often feels less autobio¬ 
graphical than its immediate predecessor, 
2013’s The Worse Things Get, the Harder I 
Fight, the Harder I Fight, the More I Love 
You, that doesn’t mean it feels less lived 
in, or even that it actually is less autobio¬ 
graphical. “The Curse of the 1-5 Corridor” 
is a reminiscence of drunken youth with 
lines as quotable as “I fucked every man 
that I wanted to be” as Mark Lanegan 
rumbles in harmony like a subway run¬ 
ning beneath an apartment; the trauma 
suggested there is brought closer to the 
fore on “My Uncle’s Navy,” about a creepy 
friend of the family. To defend against such 
memories. Case fashions “modern folklore 
and fairy tales” on the limber “Bad Luck” 
(as she told Entertainment Weekly) and, 
on ‘Winnie,” seeks out a mythical ante¬ 
cedent from among the ancient Amazons. 
Maybe you can never quiet the voices from 
your past. But you can drown them out by 
summoning more empowering voices in 
your defense. 

A manda Shires made her name 
as a fiddle player, first with the 
Texas Playboys, later in Nash¬ 
ville, before emerging in earnest 
as a singer-songwriter with her 2016 album. 
My Piece of Land. But the strong songwrit¬ 
ing and lively settings of that fine collection 
sound downright conventional compared

to her most recent album, To the Sunset. 
Shires’ violin is less prominent here, typi¬ 
cally blended astringently into a dense 
roil by Nashville’s Americana producer 
du jour Dave Cobb, who also accentuates 
the inherent quaver of Shires’ voice with 
reverb and other effects. (Shires also has 
an ace sideman in husband Jason Isbell, 
whose guitar hooks alternately underscore 
and peel off from her melody lines with 
the careful response of a close listener.) 

Shires sings with something of Dolly 
Parton’s timbre but a fraction of her oomph, 
so when she crescendos it’s as though she’s 
summoning the gumption to raise her voice, 
a winning strategy. She excels at capturing 
the ephemerality of overwhelming desire 
C J envy your clothes/How’d they get to be 
so close,” she sings on the frisky, handsy 
‘'Leave It Alone”) and rides the flat drum 
sound of tracks like “Swimmer” as though 
resuscitating some lost AM radio or turn of 
the ’80s pop country hit. But she gradually 
begins to probe darker territory as To the 
Sunset proceeds. On “Charms,” she etches 
decades of family miscommunication in two 
and a half minutes, describing an inherited 
emptiness with the discovery that “Maybe 
bein’ human is an orphan condition and 
what’s missin’ isn’t meant to be found.” 

“Break Out the Champagne” is a rau¬ 
cously future-denying carpe diem, and ‘Mir¬ 
ror, Mirror” a wiser take on the comparisons 
social media creates than Drake’ll ever think 
up. And it’s fitting that the chorus of the 
more oblique “White Feather” lingers on a 
chorus of “Whatyou don’t understand,” and 
that the way Shires pauses between “near” 
and “me” suggests a chasm of interpretation. 
Darkest of all is the closing track, “Wasn’t 
I Paying Attention?” about a troubled man 
in Nome who sets himself on fire to prove 
some inexplicable religious point. All it 
takes for the apocal37pse to arrive. Shires 
reminds us, is for enough nutjobs to believe 
it’s nigh. 03
